School Committee hears Reopening 
Advisory Committee presentations

WILMINGTON — In fa- 
vor of getting right to the 
presentation about school 
reopening in the fall, the 
School Committee addres- 
sed all other items as 
quickly as possible last 
Wednesday night. This 
started with the skipping 
of an update from the 
School Committee Reor- 
ganization Subcommittee 
until their next meeting. 
They also quickly approv- 
ed minutes and warrants 
and omitted the second 
reading of the 2020 hand- 
book. 

After the presentation 
about. school reopening 
ended, the committee con- 
sidered an edition to the 
residency enforcement po- 
licy for WPS. School Com- 
mittee member M.J. Byrnes 
brought up a question 
about the wording, in par- 
ticular the use of the term 
“caregiver” in the policy. 

David Ragsdale clarified 
that this word comes di- 
rectly from the law; which 
establishes that a parent 
or guardian can sign an 
affidavit that gives the 
caregiver of the student 
certain legal rights to 
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make education decisions. 
While this did not seem to 
quell Byrnes’ concern, she 
agreed to table the discus- 
sion on the matter until 
the next reading of the 
policy. 

Ragsdale proposed chang- 
ing the rule about how 
often parents and guardi- 
ans of students in the dis- 
trict must reprove their 
residency — as it current- 
ly requires that they do so 
every two years. 

“That’s too frequent to 
me,” he said. 

Byrnes added that they 
should make sure there is 
a concrete timeline in- 
stead of leaving it open- 
ended. Jenn Bryson sug- 
gested editing the pro- 
posed policy to say “not 
less than every five years,” 
which -the committee vo- 
ted to accept. 

This policy will have 
another reading at the 
next School Committee 
meeting. The inoculation 
of students policy will also 
see another reading at 
that time. 

Bryson next announced 
that the committee will be 
moving their planned 
meeting from Aug. 12 up to 
either Aug. 5 or 6. She 
asked the committee mem- 
bers to let her know if 
there were any issues or 
conflicts with either of 
these dates. This move 
would allow them to hear 
the finalized plan from the 
reopening committee be- 
fore it needs to be send to

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WILMINGTON — Last

Bay State EMS Educators was 
established in 2016 and started by 
teaching First Aid, CPR, Emergency 
Medical Services (EMS) Continuing 
and other healthcare 
related courses. Last year, we were 
able to expand our course offerings 
and became an Accredited Training 
Institute under the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health (DPH) 
Office of Emergency Medical Services 
(OEMS). With this accreditation, we 
began offering Emergency Medical 
Technician (EMT) courses at various 
locations throughout Eastern Mass.

Professionally, he was a 
corporate financial manag- 
er, elected treasurer of the 
Easter Steamship Com- 
pany in 1928. This cement- 
ed a relationship with the 
Dumaine family, which 
owned a controlling inter- 
est in the Amoskeag Com- 
pany, one the top 500 com- 
panies in the country. Mel- 
zar served on the board of 
directors of that firm for 
many years. When he ac- 
cepted the position of tem- 
porary town manager in 
1962, it was with the provi- 
sion that he would be al- 
lowed time to tend to his 
duties with Amoskeag. 

He was born in Boston in 
1889, and moved with fam- 
ily to Wilmington in 1902. 
As a young man, he was a 
top-notch infielder, play- 
ing on an undefeated Sil- 
ver Lake baseball team, 
1908-1910. 

In 1916, he married Edna 
McKusick, and they were 
the parents of five chil- 
dren. Harold Melzar died 
at his summer home in 
Boothbay Harbor, Maine 
in 1978.

As someone with family 
in the law enforcement

Baker-Polito Administration announces COVID-19 
testing billing protections for uninsured individuals 


BOSTON — The Baker- 
Polito Administration is- 
sued a public health or- 
der to prevent uninsured 
individuals from receiv- 
ing surprise bills and 
copays because of a CO- 
VID-19 test. 

The federal Families 
First Coronavirus Res- 
ponse Act (FFCRA) pro- 
vides a number of pro- 
tections for insured indi- 
viduals, including a re- 
quirement that providers 
must provide COVID-19 


testing without imposing 
any cost-sharing require- 
ments on the individual. 

Currently, providers can 
submit claims for reim- 
bursement related to CO- 
VID-19 testing for unin- 
sured individuals to the 
COVID-19 Claims Reim- 
bursement to Health Care 
Providers and Facilities 
for Testing and Treat- 
ment of the Uninsured 
Program, administered 
by the federal Health Re- 
sources and Services Ad- 


ministration. When pro- 
viders choose to submit 
reimbursement claims to 
the portal, the same pro- 
tections in the FFCRA 
apply to uninsured indi- 
viduals. 

The Commonwealth has 
received reports of some 
providers choosing not to 


‘bill the portal, leading 


to uninsured individuals 
receiving, at times, large 
bills for testing. 

The public health order, 
signed by Department of 


Public Health Commis- 
sioner Monica Bharel, 
requires that when test- 
ing uninsured individu- 
als, providers either bill 
the federal uninsured 
portal for reimburse- 
ment or provide the test 
at no cost to the individ- 
ual. 

Ensuring access to 
testing for insured and 
uninsured individuals is 
critical to stopping the 
spread of COVID-19. 


Baker-Polito Administration announces 
expansion of free COVID-19 testing sites 


BOSTON — The Baker- 
Polito Administration an- 
nounced an expansion of 
its “Stop the Spread” ini- 
tiative, which provides 
free COVID-19 testing in 
targeted communities ac- 
ross the Commonwealth. 

This expansion includes 
new testing sites in Aga- 
wam, Brockton, Methuen, 
Randolph, Revere, Spring- 
field, Taunton and Wor- 
cester. The administration 
previously launched free 
testing sites in Chelsea, 
Everett, Fall River, Law- 
rence, Lowell, Lynn, Marl- 
borough and New Bed- 
ford, bringing the total 
number of communities 
served, with today’s ex- 
pansion, to 16. 

The Stop the Spread ini- 
tiative is a data-driven 
focused effort to reduce the 
prevalence of COVID-19 in 
communities that are 
above the state average in 
total cases, positive test 
rate, and have experienced 


a decline in testing levels 
since April. All residents of 
these 16 communities, in- 
cluding asymptomatic in- 
dividuals, are urged to use 
these sites to get tested. 

While these sites are 
being launched in these 
communities, they are 
open to all residents of 
the Commonwealth. 

The population of the 
new cities in which the 
free testing will be conduc- 
ted — Agawam, Brockton, 
Methuen, Randolph, Re- 
vere, Springfield, Taun- 
ton and Worcester — 
make up approximately 
10 percent of the Common- 
wealth’s population. How- 
ever, these communities 
have seen 15 percent of the 
Commonwealth’s positive 
tests in the last two weeks. 

The statewide positive 
test rate over the past two 
weeks is approximately 1.7 
percent, but in these eight 
communities, the positivi- 
ty rate is nearly 50 percent

If you're a mystery con- 
noisseur, Swanson's lat- 
est will have you running 
to the vintage section of 
your bookcase for Chris- 
tie, John MacDonald, 
James M. Cain, and Pat- 
ricia Highsmith.

higher, at 2.3 percent. 

Despite the continued 
elevated spread in these 
communities, total testing 
in these communities has 
declined over 20 percent 
since the end of April, 
while the statewide aver- 
age has been flat over 
that time period. The total 
cases as a percentage of 
population for these com- 
munities is nearly double 
the state average. 

Since launching Stop the 
Spread on July 10, 19,083 
residents have been test- 
ed at these free testing 
sites. So far, the COVID-19 
Command Center has re- 
ceived results back for 
17,189 individuals, with a 
positivity rate just under 
1.8 percent. The Command 
Center expects these num- 
bers to change as addi- 
tional testing results con- 
tinue to come in. 

The Administration’s first 
expansion of testing in 
eight communities — Chel- 


sea, Everett, Fall River, Law- 
rence, Lowell, Lynn, Marl- 
borough and New Bedford 
— has successfully increas- 
ed testing in those commu- 
nities. 

In the first week, test- 
ing in those eight com- 
munities was up 48 per- 
cent over the week be- 
fore those sites went live, 
and statewide, testing was 
up 24 percent. 

Residents of the 16 com- 
munities can visit mass. 
gov/stopthespread to find 
testing locations, which 
will be available through 
Aug. 14. 

Residents are reminded 
that if they test positive for 
COVID-19, please answer 
the call when they are con- 
tacted by the Community 
Tracing Collaborative or 
their local board of health. 
Also, any individual who 
needs a safe place to iso- 
late can call (617) 367-5150 
to access an isolation and 
recovery site at no cost.

Program Grant Awards in 
which 27 communities in- 
cluding Tewksbury will be 
receiving a total amount. of 
$6.3 million. The program 
is a need and merit-based 
program that seeks to fund 
those applications that 
demonstrate a_ critical 
need or substantially ex- 
tend the life of an existing 
small bridge. 

Projects are evaluated 
according to a strict set of 
eligibility criteria that con- 
sider the condition, bene- 
fits, and repair status of 
each bridge. 

“Our administration is 
pleased make available 
this funding that can be 
used by cities and towns to 
preserve and repair small- 
er bridges within their 
communities,” said Gover- 
nor Charlie Baker. “Since 
our administration began 
the Municipal Small 
Bridge Program close to 
$50 million has been awar- 
ded in funding to munici- 
palities to ensure that their 
locally-owned transporta- 
tion assets are safe and 
reliable.” 

“This program has help- 
ed facilitate the develop- 
ment of 121 small bridge 
projects across the Com- 
monwealth that due to 
their size would be deemed 
ineligible for federal fund- 
ing,” said Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Karyn Polito. “We 
are pleased to work with 
cities and towns to address 
their infrastructure needs 
and support local econo- 
mies.”

Bridge Program,” said 
Highway Division Admin- 
istrator Jonathan Gulliver.

The staff. —s survey 
brought up issues of their 
own childcare and health 
conditions along with 
concerns about being 
able to follow cleaning 
and safety guidelines, 

The superintendent 
shared that a hybrid ap- 
proach is the most likely 
format for fall learning 
for many reasons, partic- 
ularly because it’s the 
only one where six feet 
apart seating works. 
School Committee mem- 
ber M.J. Byrnes agreed, 
adding that hybrid learn- 
ing will allow students’ 
remote learning skills to 
be built upon. 

Next came all eight re- 
opening advisory group 
presentations one by one. 
Kevin Welch spoke for 
the Facilities and Clean- 
ing Up group to establish 
how they’re considering 
what is necessary for ap- 
propriate spacing in 
classrooms and offices. 
They’re recommending 
what kind of things 
would need to be clean- 
ed, how often, and with 
what products. 

Doreen Crowe shared 
for the Health and Food 
Services Group a plan 

_ for all kinds of illness 
monitoring and respons- 
es to outbreaks in addi- 
tion to a list of things for 
families to do in prepara- 
tion for school in the fall. 

Then, Christine McMen- 
imen explained that the 
Building Scheduling and 
Operations group has de- 
termined that teachers 
can’t be doing remote 
and in-person teaching at 
the same time. The hy- 
brid cohort types in con- 


sideration by this group 
are A/B days and a.m./ 
p.m. They’ve also been 
preparing protocols for 
safety in building access, 
transportation, and arri- 
val and dismissal. 

Jonathan Merenda said 
that the Extracurricular 
and Co-curricular Activi- 
ties group is planning for 
clubs, performing arts, 
athletics, CARES, and 
field trips. Christine Mur- 
ray shared that the So- 
cial Emotional Support 
group will recommend 
planned social/emotion- 
al time during the school 
day and support for staff 
and students as they get 
back to school. 

Linda Peters, speaking 
for the Teaching and 
Learning group, said that 
curriculum planning is 
dependent upon team 
leaders. However, the 
group has been focusing 
on safety, attendance, 
communication, and as- 
sessment by a normal 
school year’s expecta- 
tions. 

Charlotte King of the 
Access and Equity group 
explained that it’s neces- 
sary to figure out individ- 
ualized family needs and 
obstacles. Some consid- 
erations they may have 
include pre-recorded les- 
sons, virtual IEP meet- 
ings, and high needs stu- 
dents learning in-person. 

Ken Lord said the Tech- 
nology plan includes ad- 
ding plenty of chrome- 
books and devices for 
students, staff, and edu- 
cational assistants. The 
district is also going to 
transition remote learn- 
ing from Zoom to Google 
Meet and offer support 
for parents and staff to 
know how to use the nec- 


essary remote learning 
tools. 

The School Commit- 
tee’s initial questions re- 
lated to the possibility of 
students getting sick. 
David Ragsdale asked 
how the importance of 
keeping sick kids home 
will be addressed, and 
Jay Samaha wondered 
how a positive case will 
affect the rest of the 
cohort and the schedule. 

Dr. Brand answered 
that substitutes and posi- 
tive. cases are on the list 
of things to be planned. 
Ragsdale and Samaha 
also asked about internet 
access and chromebooks 
for families that might 
not be able to afford 
their own, and Lord re- 
sponded to these con- 
cerns, 

After establishing that 
at this point the district 
doesn’t see anything en- 
croaching upon the 
planned operating budg- 
et, Dr. Brand ended by 
ensuring everyone that 
the reopening plan will 
account for continuous 
learning and adjusting. 
It’s the reopening adviso- 
ry committee’s desire to 
create a robust system of 
learning to meet stu- 
dents’ needs in the fall. 

Jenn Bryson added the 
full presentation can be 
viewed online on the 
school’s website and 
thanked the entire com- 
mittee for their hard work 
and commitment. 

The final reopening 
plan is due to the De- 
partment of Elementary 
and Secondary Educa- 
tion on Aug. 10 and will 
come before the School 
Committee again in the 
beginning of August at 
their next meeting.

Merrimac Street, the 16- 
acre parcel lies on the 
dead-end side of New Bos- 
ton Street, a traffic prone 
industrial zone which is 
presently only accessible 
by traversing residential 
roadways. 

However, those undesir- 
able property characteris- 
tics are about to be com- 
pletely changed by the New 
Boston Street Bridge proj- 
ect, a $16.4 million under- 
taking which will connect 
the New England Resins 
and neighboring industrial 
sites with a quick route to 
Anderson Regional Trans- 
portation Center and con- 
nections to 1-93 by Com- 
merce Way. 

Cabot, Cabot and Forbes 
is listed by city officials as 
the second developer look- 
ing to take advantage of 
the restored New Boston 
Street bridge connection, 
which will reconnect East 
and North Woburn. Eyeing 
a target parcel on the oth- 
er side, of the bridge by 
Anderson Center, the real- 
estate firm wants to con- 
struct 250 multi-family 
units in a 7-story building 
on a three-acre sliver of a 
larger 40-plus acre section 
of the IndustriPlex site. 

As being presented, the 
Boston-based firm also 
proposes the inclusion of 
roughly 5,000 square feet of 
retail space on the ground- 
level floor of the complex. 

By imposing new restric- 
tions on residential devel- 


opments within Woburn's 
Commerce Way Corridor 
Overlay District (CWCOD), 
the two housing develop- 
ments, if ultimately sup- 
ported, would come close to 
doubling the total number 
of dwelling units being 
erected within Woburn's 
Commerce Way Corridor 
Overlay District (CWCOD), 
where some 800 housing 
units have been permitted 
over the past three years. 

Back in February of 2017, 
the city sanctioned the 
first of those housing proj- 
ects with the issuance of a 
special permit for a 300- 
unit redevelopment of the 
old Fitzgerald Tile site by 
the corner of Commerce 
Way and Atlantic Avenue 
by the Anderson Regional 
Transportation — Center. 
Not long afterwards, the 
Emery Flats proposal, a 
200-unit apartment com- 
plex that is visible from I- 
93, was pitched and ap- 
proved by National Devel- 
opment. 

Most recently, the City 
Council in the summer of 
2019 unanimously approved 
the Woburn Village project, 
a sprawling mixed-use re- 
development of the Woburn 
Mall site by the entrance of 
the CWCOD, where 300 
apartment units are being 
constructed. 

At the outset of 2020, 
Mayor Scott Galvin and 
other city officials caught 
wind that a number of 
large landowners within 
the CWCOD were explor- 
ing redevelopment plans 


that. would pitch housing 
complexes on either side of 
the further New Boston 
Street bridge. 

With a number of city 
leaders already bemoan- 
ing the frantic pace of new 
housing starts, particular- 
ly in and around Com- 
merce Way, the mayor urg- 
ed the aldermen to coun- 
teract the building trend 
by instituting new density 
controls on future apart- 
ment complexes. 

The council quickly \re- 
sponded by capping new 
housing within the CWCOD 
at 10-units per acre, a sub- 
stantially different thresh- 
old given the overlay's pre- 
vious 25-to-40 units per 
acre ceiling. 

However, before that zon- 
ing amendment passed, 
two landowners managed 
to submit preliminary sub- 
division plans, which 
sought Planning Board 
input on proposals to com- 
bine and carve-up indus- 
trial sites by the New Bos- 
ton Street bridge. 

By introducing those 
plans, both landowners 
were able to freeze for 
eight-months zoning pro- 
tections on the properties 
under the old CWCOD 
rules. In order to extend 
that zoning shield out to an 
eight-year term, both peti- 
tioners have since intro- 
duced formal subdivision 
plans to the Planning 
Board, which in June con- 
tinued public hearings on 
those petitions until a date 
uncertain.

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Mascot debate 
rages on in 


Winchester, Tewlsbury *

Following the death of George Floyd, a 
Black man, at the hands of a White Min- 
neapolis police officer, Americans are now 

aying closer attention to the way the coun- 
ry treats minority citizens and groups, such 
as members of the Black community, His- 
panic community and Native American 
community, especially when it comes to 
their history and ee 

Locally, that spotlight shines brightest on 
the use of Native American logos, images 
and nicknames re on the state flag. 
In Winchester and Tewksbury, as well as 
neighboring towns such as Billerica, Wake- 
field and Melrose, debate rages on, though 
the narrative shift is noticeable among resi- 
dents and elected officials from “preserving 
history” to “removing offensive imagery.” 

Only four years ago in the spring of 2016, 
members of the Tew sbury School Commit- 
tee voted 4-1 to keep the Redmen mascot, 
even though then-superintendent John O’- 
Connor recommended a change. 

20 years ago, former Winchester School 
Committee Chair Eli Bortman raised the 
idea of changing the Sachem mascot. Resi- 
dents disliked his suggestion so much they 
started a recall petition to remove him from 
the committee. The town voted down the 
name change. 

But under the so of “what's old is 
new again,” the push fo change Native 
American mascots has resurfaced. 

One Winchester resident, Suzanne 
Bielawski, wrote in a recent letter: “I am 
here to describe to you the disgust and dis- 
appointment I feel in the educational board 
of Winchester.” She was referring to the 
town condemning hate crimes and police 
brutality, yet ignoring “the original sin of 
our own town,” which she described as its 
founding on the “deprivation of Native 
Americans.” 

She asked that the town do better. 

Another Winchester resident, Kaye Nash 
remembered a nine-year old at a recent vigil 
for racial justice pointed out how the Pledge 
of Allegiance talks about “liberty and justice 
for all,” yet the town still “has a Native mas- 
cot.” The nine-year old argued the town’s 
words and actions don’t match. 

But what is the, history of these mascots? 
Do they go back centuries, to a time before 
any current resident of Tewksbury or Win- 
chester was alive? No, in fact, some people 
living in either town right now graduated 
high school before the towns decided to 
adopt Native American aan 3 

ccording to Emmet Millett, a former 
Tewksbury Memorial High School football 
layer who spoke with Town Crier sports ed- 
itor Jamie Pote several years ago, the foot- 
ball team wasn’t called the Redmen during 
his time in the 1940s and 50s. He added ey 
weren’t called the Redmen even throu 
1956 when he served as Vice President of the 
Tewksbury Athletic Association. 
Another player, Joel Trull, confirmed the 


team wasn’t called the Redmen in the earl 
50s; however, Jim Cunningham said the 
school used the term by 1961. This means the 
nickname originated sometime between 1956 
and 1961. 

In Winchester, resident Nancy Schrock, a 
member of the town’s archival center and 
historical society, noted the name Sachem 
didn’t appear until 1950. Prior to that, teams 
were known as the Red-and-Black. The re 
came along even later, in 1977, created by 
high school student Simon Donovan and 
based not on any actual Native Americans 
here in Massachusetts, but rather, on popu- 
lar imagery from movies and TV. 


State Senate weighing in 


Currently, there are two bills in the State 
Senate dealing with this topic: one involves 
changing the state seal and state flag while 
the other would require all communities to 
remove any Native American mascots. 

The lead spansar of the bill to change the 
state seal and flag, Senator Jason Lewis (D- 
Winchester), noted how 2020 is the 400th an- 
niversary of the Plymouth landing by 
European settlers. He wanted to see images 
and symbols removed that promote racist 
stereotypes. 

“We need to tell our history truthfully,” 
the Senator, who represents several commu- 
nities under fire for Native American mas- 
cots such as Winchester, Wakefield and 
Melrose, said. 

When asked if he favored allowing indi- 
vidual communities to decide whether to re- 
move Native American mascots, he said 
ideally each community should make that 
decision and do the right thing. He sug- 
ested each community speak with Native 

merican students and leaders and hear 
how these mascots perpetuate negative 
stereotypes. 

Sen. Lewis said town‘and city leaders 
need a local process to educate the commu- 
nity. It’s already happening in some commu- 
nities like Winchester where residents have 
come forward to ask for/demand change. 

He hoped the Winchester School Commit- 
tee would vote soon to remove the Sachem 
name and mascot (the School Committee 
scheduled a vote for Tuesday night, but the 
Middlesex East publication deadline ends 
before the scheduled vote). 

However, with some communities, as the 
Senator noted, “not taking the issue seri- 
ously,” removing mascots may require a 
statewide bill make its way through the 
House and Senate and onto Governor Char- 
lie Baker’s desk. 

Would the governor sign such a bill? Sen. 
Lewis said Gov. Baker commented in the 

ast how “we need to have this conversa- 
ion.” The Senator expects the governor to 
sign the legislation if and when it comes be- 
fore him. : 

Why now? Sen. Lewis said times have 
changed, at least since Winchester brought 
this issue forward 20 years ago. They’ve even 
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changed since Tewksbury voted down the 
removal of the Redmen name and logo only 
four years ago. George Floyd and countless 
other Black men and women, victims of po- 
lice brutality, were still alive four years ago. 

“We have a different understanding of 
racial justice,” Sen. Lewis remarked. “Peo- 
ple are more educated and anti-racist now.” 


Controversy 


Unfortunately, this remains a controver- 
sial issue in many communities. Why? For 
many people, it’s all about history and tra- 
dition. In Tewksbury, residents who argued 
in favor of the mascot four years ago cited 
pride for the influence of Native Americans 
on both national and local culture. 

“We try to be the best we can be on and 
off the field to honor the Redmen name,” 
said former student and captain TJ Contalo- 
nis during a public hearing on the matter. 
“Each and every one of those games was 
won by Redmen.” 

One woman, speaking at the same public 
hearing, argued the name can’t be deroga- 
tory, since “that is what they call them- 
selves.” She claimed some Native American 
heritage, saying her grandmother was 
raised on a Native reservation. 

Another suggested taking away the Red- 

men name would “ruin the spirit of the 
town.” ' 
In Winchester, those against removing 
the Sachem logo and mascot often cite sim- 
ilar reasons: it’s history and tradition and 
honors the Native people who live and lived 
here. Does it though? 

Liora Norwich, the Executive Director 
for the Network for Social Justice in Win- 
chester, gave a presentation on the need to 
change the mascot/logo. Norwich shared a 

uote with the School Committee by Faries 
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which stated that “It is a bit frustrating, but 
that’s how it is to be Indigenous in America. 
They say their mascots are honoring us and 
we say it is not. It should just be enough 
that we say it is not, but it never is.” 

Sen. Lewis said while he appreciates the 
pride students have for their schools and 
sports teams, it has more to do with the 
teammates and community than the mas- 
cot. 

“We need to reckon with our history,” he 
advocated, “and recognize it’s offensive and 
erties). to both Native and non-Native peo- 
ple.” 
He also pointed out, as did Mark Herlihy, 
the Associate Dean of Arts & Sciences at 
Endicott College, that people have been 
mispronouncing the Sachem name for 
decades. It should be pronounced “sock- 


The Senator compared the Sachem to the 
state seal, saying neither honor Native peo- 


ple. 

“Look at what Native pe are saying, 
he ia aoe “They’ll tell you (mascots) 
don’t honor them or their heritage; they 
misApaNapeAte their culture and promote 
stereotypes.” 

He said the bottom line involved listen- 
ing to people “who have the right to speak 
and be heard,” 

It’s not just the Senator, but Norwich 
also said how native peoples have declared 
that native mascots do not honor them, but 
dehumanize and denigrate them, hurt and 
cause physiological and psychosocial harm. 
Mascots hurt native peoples by making 
them invisible, placing them in the past in- 
stead of raising their voices as contempo-

Review: A Marie Curie biopic in 'Radioactive'

It was dirty work, 
Marie and Pierre Curie's 
discovery of radium and 
polonium. To investigate 
uranium at their Paris 
laboratory, Marie ac- 
quired ,several tons of 
pitchblende, a black ore, 
and the industrial waste 
product left over when 
uranium was removed 

from it. They ground 
the rock and dissolved 
it in acid to separate 
the elements and, in the 
process, discovered polo- 
nium and radium. They 
were working, up to their 
elbows, in poisonous ra- 
dioactive materials. 
"Radioactive," Mar- 
jane Satrapi's biopic of 
the renowned Polish- 
born French physicist, is 
alive to the toil of sci- 
ence. Not just its grubby, 
physical labor, but the 
burden of a sexist, male- 
dominated field, the 
hardships of a public life 


and the unrelenting 
tenacity of a pioneer like 
Curie. As played by 


Rosamund Pike, Curie is 
as tough, prickly and po- 
tent as that pitchblende. 

The film, which debuts 
Friday on Amazon 
Prime, comes from Lau- 
ren Redniss' 2010 graphic 
biography, "Radioactive: 
Marie & Pierre Curie: A 
Tale of Love and Fallout." 
Satrapi, the  Iranian- 
French filmmaker, has 
her own roots in graphic 
novels. She co-directed 
the adaptation of her own 
"Persepolis," a striking 
coming-of-age tale set 
against the Islamic Revo- 
lution.

"Persepolis" had a 
compelling monochrome 
look, and Redniss' book a 
more surreal, iridescent 
style. But "Radioactive" is 
bathed in the more con- 
ventional gauzy glow of a 
biopic, and clings disap- 
pointingly to the genre's 
familiar rhythms. With 
some notable exceptions, 
this is a traditional treat- 
ment of an extraordinary 
life, complete — with 
deathbed scenes that 
bookend the film and fre- 
quent lines, in Jack 
Thorne's screenplay, in 
which Curie single-mind- 
edly speaks of scientific 
progress less like a person 
than a grade-school teach- 
ing tool. 

Maybe there's not any- 
thing so wrong with that. 
Female scientists are so 
frequently underappreci- 
ated that "Radioactive" is 
worthwhile. Curie hasn't 
been absent from screens. 
There was, most recently, 
the 2017 international pro- 
duction "Marie Curie: The

can mascots, co-sponsored by Sen. Lewis, 
was heard and favored by the Education 
Committee and it would require all districts 
to undertake a pier to replace them. 
Both bills, including the one pertaining to 
the state seal, remain in the Senate Ways 
and Means Committee. Sen. Lewis said he 


advocates for both bills. 


Time for a change? 

The two bills currently in the Senate did- 
n’t come about by accident. Sen. Lewis said 
his constituents brought this issue forward. 
They support removing Native American 
imagery and logos. He pointed out, however, 
this doesn’t mean there aren’t people in 
favor of keeping Native American mascots. 
If there are, though, they’re quieter than 
they were even just four years ago. 

At a recent Winchester School Commit 
tee meeting, held via Zoom, eight residents 
called in to discuss the committee’s poten- 
tial vote on removing the Sachem logo. All 
eight stood in favor of its removal. 

In aie tt although the School Com- 
mittee eventua ly made no change to the 
Redmen name, debate four years ago di- 
vided the town. The “no’s” may have won, 
but the “yes’s” are making a strong come- 
back in 2020. 

On June 5, TMHS alumnus Grace Morris 
started an online petition to change the 
ee mascot. The petition’s summary 
reads:

“Tewksbury is a town that leads in edu- 
cation, sports, and community. However, 
with a Native American mascot, we are 
teaching the youth that cultural appropria- 
tion is OK. It is time for us as a community 
to recognize that it is time for change.” 

Though the minority, even four years 
ago some residents strongly urged for the 
removal of the Redmen mascot. 

“The people of Tewksbury are not 
racist,” former high school student Amanda 
Kuffoh said at a public hearing. “But the 
name ‘Redmen’ is.” 

Speakers at that hearing often referred 
back to a statement made by the American 
Psychological Association in 2005, which 
stated, “the continued use of Indian mas- 
cots, symbols, etc., is a form of discrimina- 
tion.” In 2001, the Office of Civil Rights 
called for an end of native images and team 
names. 

So, is it time for a sina Many seem 
to think so. It’s quite possible the minority 
have now become the majority. 

“This is long overdue,” Sen. Lewis admit- 
ted. “Racial justice is long overdue, too.” 

He noted how change takes time, but it’s 
been 20 years in Winchester and four in 
Tewksbury. It could be time today. 

As Bielawski argued in her letter, specifi- 
cally calling out the School Committee: “I 
am here to say DO BETTER. Don’t just say 
you will, show it. An easy start is to take 
down this racist mascot.”

MIAA pushes back start 
date to fall sports 

The Massachusetts Inter- 
scholastic Athletic Associa- 
tion announced on Tuesday, 
July 21 that it was pushing 
back the start date of fall 
sports in the state until at 
least Monday, Sept. 14. 

Practices for football 
were originally to begin Fri- 
day, Aug. 21 and for all other 
sports the following Monday 
(Aug, 24). 

The organization formed 
the MIAA COVID-19 Task 
Force Sub-Committee to 
help stay ahead of the situa- 
tion. Task Force members 
were appointed and charged 
to determine appropriate 
measures for a safe return 
to MIAA athletics in align- 
ment with guidelines set 
forth by Governor Charlie 
Baker, MA Department of 
Health (DPH) and MA De- 
partment of Elementary 
and Secondary Education 
(DESE). 

The Task Force, made up 
of 24 administrators and 
various representatives of 
high school athletics 
throughout the state, has 
been meeting for an hour or 
two each week since it was 
assembled in May. 

It reported its recom- 
mendations to the MIAA 
Board of Directors at its 
meeting on Tuesday. The

The main two reasons for 
the pushed back start date:

WILMINGTON - As the

BILLERICA - There 
have been many success- 
ful teams in the fall sea- 
son over the past decade 
for Shawsheen Tech, and 
this week the Town Crier 
takes a look back at those 
team’s accomplishments, 
with the exception of the 
Rams Football team, 
which we will take a look 
back at next week. 

But for this week, we 
will focus on the Rams 
Boys and Girls Soccer 
teams, Boys and Girls 
Cross Country teams as 
well as the Volleyball, and 


Golf teams, and more 
specifically, the 
Tewksbury and 


Wilmington athletes who 
have helped lead them to 
their success over the 
past decade. 

Over course of the past 
decade, these teams have 
all had their share of suc- 
cess, with the Golf and 
Girls Soccer teams lead- 
ing the way. The Rams 
Golf team won. their 
league title in each of the 
ten years of the decade, 
while also winning three 
state vocational titles, 
while the Girls Soccer 
team has won five league 
titles and four vocational 
crowns. 

There have been many 
other second place finish- 
es, tournament berths and 
outstanding performances 
over the past ten years for 
all of these teams, and 
many ‘Tewksbury and 


Wilmington residents 
have contributed along 
the way. 


As we have stated every 
week during these selec- 
tions, there were some 
tough omissions we had to 
make along the way when 
compiling a list of the 
greatest players of an 
entire decade. Another 
tough part of these omis- 
sions was limiting our 
choices to Tewksbury and 
Wilmington _ residents, 
meaning that many tal- 
ented and deserving ath- 
letes from Bedford, 
Billerica and Burlington 
were not considered, but 
in the end, we felt this was 
the fairest way to best 
represent our local ath- 
letes. As a reminder, each 
of the selections below 
have been made solely by 
this reporter after cover- 
ing each of these teams 
for the past ten years. 


GIRLS SOCCER 


One of the most success- 
ful teams in all of 
Shawsheen sports over 
the first half of the 
decade, the Rams won 
Commonwealth Athletic 
Conference (CAC) titles 
every year from 2010-2014, 
going undefeated in the 
league in each of those 
seasons. They also won 
the state vocational cham- 
pionship in each of those 
years with the exception 
of 2013. 

While not really relevant 
as far as this decade goes, 
it is worth mentioning 
that the Rams actually 
won six league titles a row 
starting in 2008, and were 
undefeated in the CAC 
from 2008 to the early part 
of the 2015 season, with a 
92-game (88-0-4) unbeaten 
stretch over those years. 

The Rams qualified for 
the MIAA state tourna- 
ment every year from 
2010-2016 under the direc- 
tion of coach Doug 
Michaud, with their only 
tournament win coming in 
2011, when they picked up 
a first round win over 
Winthrop as part of a 19-2 
campaign. 

Times have gotten a lit- 
tle tougher for the Rams 
over the second half of the 
decade, as they missed 
the tournament two years 
in a row in 2017 and 2018, 
but they returned to post 
season play in 2019 with 
an 8-6-3 record. 

Over the course of the 
decade, the Rams have 
posted an overall record 
of 114-64-15 under the 
direction of Michaud, who 


picked up his 100th career 
win back in 2011. Heading 
into his 14th season with 
the Rams, Michaud is rap- 
idly approaching his 
200th, with 191 career 
wins as the Rams prepare 
(hopefully) for the 2020 
season.

was named both a Lowell 
Sun Second team and CAC 
All-Star. 

Rizzo scored the only 
goal of the game in a late 
season 1-0 win over Lynn 
Tech, to hand the Tigers 
their only home loss of 
the season and help pro- 
pel the Rams into the 
state tournament. 

Forward: Andy Sutton 
(Wilmington) - A three- 
year starter for the Rams, 
Sutton was a tri-captain in 
his senior year of 2013. He 
helped lead the Rams to 
three straight tournament 
berths, and provided 
tremendous leadership for 
the Rams during Barriss’ 
last season with the team, 
ensuring that the long- 
time coach would advance 
to the playoffs.

post season in every year 
except 2014, and compil- 
ing a record of 102-43, 
including a 3-6 mark in 
the MIAA Tournament. 

Despite some great sea- 
sons in the CAC, the Rams 
were never able to cap- 
ture a league title during 
that great run, finishing 
second four times and 
third once. 

Flynn retired after the 

2016 season, wrapping up 
a 28-year career with the 
Rams with what is 
believed to be over 300 
wins. 
Flynn’s former assistant 
coach and UMass Lowell 
Volleyball star Anne 
DeMarco took over for 
Flynn in 2017, and guided 
the Rams to a 19-41 record 
during her three years 
with the team, narrowly 
missing out on a tourna- 
ment berth in 2018 when 
the team went 9-11.

Wilmington’s LTA team improves to 7-1

WILMINGTON -- The 
LTA (Lou Thompkins 
Association) Wilmington 
baseball team, winners of 
seven of their eight out- 
ings this summer by wide 
margins, finally came up 
against an opponent on 
Monday evening _ that 
offered a degree of resist- 
ance. 

In a duel staged under a 
sweltering 95-degrees that 
featured four lead 
changes and wasn’t decid- 
ed until the final inning, 
Wilmington edged visiting 
North Andover, 5-4, to 
improve to 7-1 overall. 
Clutch in the seventh was 
starting pitcher Shane 
Costello, who stole a pair 
of bases and scored the 
eventual game-winner on 
a ground ball out. 

“We haven’t really 
played many competitive 
games lately,” _— said 
Wilmington coach James 
Hill, who last week 
claimed his sixth win 
when Brookline Blue for- 
feited due to lack of play- 
ers. “We’ve been putting 
up a lot of runs early in 
our games and then coast- 
ing the rest of the way. So 
it was kind of nice today 
to have a team that we 
could compete against 
and have the kids see that 
aspect of the game.” 

Clearly, it was the trade- 
mark aggressive baserun- 
ning on the part of the 
Wildcats that led to this 
key win, but there were 


times when the method 
backfired. In the sixth 
inning, for instance, 
Wilmington wasted poten- 
tial go-ahead offense with 
mental lapses on the 
basepads. Brett Ebert, 
who led off with a basehit 
and stole second, was 
gunned down stretching a 
lead. And later, teammate 
Jacob Roque was caught 
misjudging a fly ball out, 
ending a _ promising 
inning. 

“T didn’t send the runner 
to third base but it is what 
it is,” said Hill. “I like the 
aggressiveness and when 
the kids take risks. They 
learn from them. You 
have a situation like this 
when you get thrown out 
doing something you 
shouldn’t and later, when 
you’re playing high school 
ball, you don’t make that 
same mistake. This is 
where you learn.” 

The game was played at 
Scanlon Field but North 
Andover was designated 
as the home team and bat- 
ted last. Wilmington 
climbed into an early lead 
on the efforts of Bruce 
Zimmer, who started them 
with a one-out basehit off 
starter Jack Thorn, stole 
second, took third on a 
passed ball, and scored on 
a Costello sacrifice fly. 

North Andover leadoff 
hitter David Johnson put 
a charge in one to the left 
field fence for a triple but 
was later cut down at the 
plate. The play developed 
when Wilmington catcher 
Patrick Stokes lost the 


handle on a Costello out- 
side pitch. The baserun- 
ner made an ill-advised 
dash for home but. Stokes 
recovered and applied a 
run-saving tag. 

North Andover climbed 
into a lead in the third, 
scoring a trio when 
Costello got into trouble 
and walked four, wrapped 
around’a Michael Sullivan 
double. Coach Hill recog- 
nized the North Andover 
scheme which led to an 
early exit for Costello. 

“They just  weren’t 
swinging the bat, which is 
a strategy,” the coach 
explained. “It made it so 
one of our better pitchers 
had to be taken out of the 
game early because of the 
pitch count. He was all 
around the plate and 
against a team that would 
swing the bat, he might 
have gone seven.” 

“On the strength of 
seven strikeouts, Shane 
Costello turned in our 
most powerful pitching 
performance of the sea- 
son,” said Wilmington 
assistant coach Rick Hill. 

In a pivotal fifth inning, 
the Wildcats scored three 
and recaptured the lead, 
4-3. Michael Maselli took 
one between the shoulder 
blades for a free base and 
later advanced on a 
ground ball. out. Mike 
Monteforte crushed a fast- 
ball to put runners on the 
corners. He was followed 
by Patrick Hounsell, 
whose two-out basehit 
plated Maselli. North 
Andover replaced Thorn 


with reliever Kaelin 
Conklin, who inherited a 
pair of runners. «Jacob 
Doherty soon cleared 
those basepads by chop- 
ping a routine grounder 
that should have ended 
the inning but instead, 
found its way through the 
wickets of the shortstop, 
resulting in a pair of runs. 
Maselli relieved Costello 
and got into trouble in the 
bottom of the fifth, allow- 
ing North Andover to knot 
the score at 4 off back-to- 
back hits. But the Wildcat 
hurler recovered nicely in 
the next inning, making 
quick work of the top of 
the order. Meanwhile, the 
defense behind him was 
solid. 
“They are phenomenal, 
absolutely phenomenal,” 
said Hill, describing his 
defense, that is near-flaw- 
less, game in and game 
out. “It always works out 
that if we make one bad 
play, everybody else just 
picks the guy up and 
moves past it.” 
Wilmington’s Costello 
manufactured the _ go- 
ahead run in the seventh 
and Maselli stranded a 
pair in the bottom of the 
frame to close it. 
Wilmington and Woburn 
currently share first place 
with matching 7-1 records. 
The teams will meet 
Wednesday evening to 
resolve the impasse fol- 
lowed by a Wilmington- 
Stoneham double-header 
on Thursday.
